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Knight’s Coldstream 


A few years ago Phil T. Chinn, ac- 
counted one of the great horse traders of 
the century, was asked how he ranked 
the great horse traders of the century. 

“Henry Knight first by eight lengths. 
John E. Madden second.” The Colonel 
studied the field for a moment. “I don’t 
know who'd be third.” he said, modestly 
leaving himself among the also-rans. 

Henry Knight, who once sold fleets of 
trucks for General Motors. in recent 
years has bought and sold fleets of horses. 
Among his operations have been the pur- 
chase and dispersal of the Thoroughbred 
stock from the big Valdina Farms in 
Texas. the purchase and syndication of 
four stallions from Marcel Boussac, the 
sale of 39 Standardbreds to Castleton 
Farm, the purchase from Coldstream Stud 
of a group of mares and the acreage 
which is now Crown Crest Farm, the pur- 
chase and current dispersal of 87 mares 
and eight stallions from the estate of 
William G. Helis. Whenever possible. 
after a wholesale purchase, he gets on 
the telephone and sells off the stock in 
carload lots. 

This week he brought off what was 
probably the biggest deal of them all. On 
October 2. Charles A. Kenney, manager 
of Coldstream Stud, speaking for _ its 
owner E. E. Dale Shaffer, announced the 
sale to Mr. Knight of the 705 acres of 
Coldstream Stud “‘and substantially all of 
Shaffer’s remaining Thoroughbred breed- 
ing interests other than his broodmares 
which are to be dispersed at the Keene- 
land fall sales.” At the same time Ken- 
ney announced that Knight had bought 
from Mrs. Otto C. Neumann, Shaffer’s sis- 
ter. her 159-acre tract adjoining Cold- 
stream and known as “The Farm.” a few 
miles from Lexington. 

Possession of both farms will be given 
Knight on December 1. Until that time 
Kenney will supervise for Shaffer the pre- 
paration of the Coldstream mares to be 
sold in the Keeneland fall sales and for 
Knight his new purchases. 

Mr. Knight, whose principal base of 
operations is his Almahurst Farm in Jes- 
samine County, Kentucky. acquired. along 
with the land, the stallions *Heliopolis. 
Reaping Reward. and Coldstream, all of 
which have spent their entire stud ca- 
reers to date at Coldstream Farm. He also 
got Shaffer’s one-eighth interest in *Priam 
Il. *Goya II, *Hierocles, and *Adaris. 

Mr. Shaffer retained two life seasons 
to *Heliopolis. He also still holds quarter- 
interests in *Djeddah and *Nirgal. which 
stand at Coldstream, but later may dis- 
pose of these, though he may wish to re- 
tain a small share in one or both horses. 

Included in the sale were the 29 
weanlings which Shaffer, in a recent news 
story, called “the finest raised at Cold- 
stream Stud in years.” These will be sold

as yearlings at Saratoga next year by 
Knight. instead of at Keeneland. where 
the Coldstream yearlings have been sold 
in recent years. 

Retained by Shaffer are the two brood- 
mares Miss Mommy and The Fat Lady, 
a weanling chestnut filly by *Priam II— 
Miss Mommy, and the successful Stand- 
ardbred producer Ruth’s Baby and her 
daughter Voluptuous. 

In a statement prepared for the press, 
Kenney reported: “Mr. Shaffer has autho- 
rized me to state that while his decision 
to depart from the commercial breeding 
field. made some time ago because of 
pressure of other business, is a source of 
keen regret to him, he has lost no part 
of his interest in racing as a whole. He 
will continue, as stated before, to keep 
Michigan Racing Association’s contribu- 
tion to the Turf on the highest possible 
plane through his own personal efforts. 
Furthermore, both he and Mrs. Shaffer 
follow every detail of the progress of the 
racing stable. In summary, the Shaffers 
will by no means be absentees from the 
racing scene.” 

Mrs. Shaffer will continue to race her 
horses under the direction of Trainer H. 
H. (Pete) Battle. The stable will be re- 
cruited largely by purchases from the 
yearling sales. 

Knight announced no plans as to his 
latest acquisition, except that *Heliopolis, 
last .year’s leading sire, probably will be 
syndicated, and that for the present the 


stallions and weanlings will, in all prob- 
ability, remain at Coldstream. He had a 
quote for the press: 

“While I sincerely regret Mr. Shaffer’s 
decision to retire as a breeder on a large 
scale, I am quite naturally delighted with 
my purchase. I only hope that I shall 
be able to maintain the high standard 
set by its former owner, who, I am posi- 
tive, did more to set the high pattern of 
modern yearling auctions than any other 
one person through his severe culling of 
broodmares. Incidentally, I further feel 
that the sale of the Coldstream brood- 
mares in November will set a modern 
record.” 

Considering Henry Knight’s propensity 
toward trading, it seemed unlikely that 
Coldstream would settle down as a per- 
manent part of his holdings. His telephone 
would be quite busy. 

A few months ago Knight remarked, “If 
I were a younger man I might get into 
this business on a big scale.” 


Hill Gail Beats His Rivals 


Calumet Farm’s Hill Gail became the 
probable favorite for the rich Futurity (to 
be run at Belmont Park October 6) when 
he defeated his principal rivals in the 
six-furlong Anticipation Purse the 
Widener Course October 1. It was the first 
start in New York for the son of Bull 
Lea—Jane Gail. He won easily by four 
lengths, with Greentree Stable’s Tom 
Fool second, a neck in front of Mrs. John 
L. Knight’s Baybrook, which is not elig- 
ible for the Futurity. 

The Cowdin Stakes winner Eternal 
Moon was fourth, two lengths farther 
back. The Hopeful Stakes winner Cousin 
finished seventh, but he had broken in 
the air and was gaining at the end. 
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REPAIR FRACTURES HORSES 


Prompt and Skillful Treatment Often Can Save Animals, at Least for Breeding 


Purposes. 


The phrase “He broke his leg and had 
to be shot,” belongs with the horse and 
buggy. Both the phrase and the horse and 
buggy are out of date. A fracture is a 
wound that will, in many cases, respond 
to sensible treatment. The healing pro- 
cess for a broken bone is just like the 
healing process for an ordinary skin 
wound. Although horses have died from 
wire cuts, we don’t condemn all high- 
spirited colts who recklessly run through 
the fence. Give the horse with a broken 
leg a chance. Approach a fracture as you 
would any other type of injury or disease. 
Consider the odds, the chances for re- 
covery; is the treatment likely to succeed, 
will recovery be complete or partial? Frac- 
tures frequently heal so that a horse is 
satisfactory as a broodmare or a stud. 
Some will show lameness only at a trot

or a canter, and others will recover com- 
pletely. Is the cost of treatment eco- 
nomical? These are questions which are 
always asked and considered before treat- 
ment of other conditions. These questions 
apply also to fracture cases. 

During the past ten years, we have 
been accustomed to a number of marvel- 
ous medical discoveries. Such discoveries 
follow a familiar pattern: first, there is 
wide acclaim, and the drug or procedure 
is hailed as a cure for everything; then 
when the real test comes in daily medical 
practice, the limitations for the drug or 
procedure appear. Eventually it finds its 
place among medical treatments, and its 
usefulness and limitations are recognized. 
Recently the use of stainless steel pins 
for treatment of fractures of horses and 
cattle have received much publicity. Like 
other medical improvements, they are 
finding their place in the scheme of things 
and are definitely not a cure-all. Pins are 
useful on certain fractures that have been 
difficult to treat up to this time. 

They will not completely replace the 
old tried-and-true plaster of Paris cast.

Here Is a Discussion of a New Technique. 


Even recent medical research says that 
plaster of Paris is still the best cast ma- 
terial that we have. The combination of 
the plaster of Paris cast with the bone 
pin has given good results on certain frac- 
tures. Plaster of Paris has the advantage 
of being easily applied; it can be laid 
gently over the leg before it hardens to 
form a tight-fitting cast. 

The successful use of the plaster of 
Paris cast depends upon the observation 
of several very important points. First, 
it can be used only where the bone is 
immediately under the skin, as in the 
pastern and cannon bones. In order to 
keep the bone motionless, and to prevent 
too much pressure at any point, the cast 
must be extended far enough in both 
directions beyond the point of fracture. 
The cast must cover as large an area as 
possible so that the pressure will be even- 
ly distributed over a large area of skin. 
When the cast has been properly applied, 
the pressure will be distributed in such 
a way that plaster may be placed directly 
against the skin without the danger of 
damage from pressure. Second, in the 
use of plaster of Paris, it is absolutely 
essential that the part being bandaged is 
kept completely motionless during the 
setting or drying process. Any movement 
of the semi-hardened plaster weakens the 
cast. For these reasons the use of plaster 
of Paris is limited to fractures of the 
bones of the legs, below the knee and 
hock. However, for these low fractures it 
is the preferred method. 

Two years ago two horses were treated 
with plaster of Paris casts for fractures 
of the pastern. The bone was broken 
into about a dozen pieces and the breaks 
extended into two joints in both cases. Re- 
cently I saw these horses. One, a Thor- 
oughbred broodmare., was being ridden 
without noticeable lameness by the own- 
er’s children, and the other, a work horse, 
was being used for light work and was 
only lame on rough ground. 

Frequently, fractures occur above the 
knee or hock in the region of the forearm 
or gaskin. Treatment with the ordinary 
cast is disappointing, because the bones 
are covered by layers of muscle, and 
when a cast is put on the bones can still 
move about in this soft muscle. The leg 
blends into the body at the elbow and 
stifle, and it is impossible to extend a cast 
high enough above the fracture to do any 
good. The use of stainless steel pins, 
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which attach directly to the bone, has 


given good results in solving these 
problems. 


This method of setting fractures was 
developed on dogs and has been used suc- 
cessfully in human surgery. Many dog 
owners are familiar with the Kirschner 
or Stader splint. Pins are drilled into each 
piece of the broken bone. These pins 
protrude through the skin and are at- 
tached to a common rod_ which is 
equipped with adjusting screws to bring 
the bone fragments into proper line. 

When this type of splint was first used 
on horses, the pins frequently bent and 
allowed movement; infection also occur- 
red where the pins penetrated the skin. 
By imbedding the metal splint in plaster 
of Paris, these two difficulties have been 
removed. The splint is now like steel-re- 
inforeed concrete. The plaster bandage is 
a very efficient dressing at points where 
skin is penetrated by the pin. The plaster 
cast needs no complicated adjusting 
equipment. The pins are placed in the 
desired position and the plaster is applied 
and allowed to dry. 

In breaks occurring just above the 
knee or hock, it is only necessary to use 
pins in the upper piece of bone. A plaster 
of Paris cast is used to hold the lower 
pieces of bone. 

Working from the stifle or elbow down 
to the hock, there are many thick muscle 
layers around the tops of these bones. By 
the time we get down to the hock or 
knee, the bone is covered only by skin. 
The upper parts of a broken bone in this 
area must be immobilized by pinning; 
however, the lower part can be held in 
position with a plaster cast. The way we 
do this is to place pins in the upper por- 
tion of the broken bone, and then imbed 
the pins and the lower part of the frac- 
ture in a plaster cast. In this way we 
combine the advantage of both methods. 

Treatment of a fracture can usually be 
done in the stable. The following is a 
typical procedure: The veterinarian first 
makes a thorough examination of the 
horse and determines whether or not treat- 
ment is practical. Once treatment is de- 
cided upon, the horse is put down with a 
general anesthetic, such as chloral hyd- 
rate. This relieves the pain and permits 
a more careful examination. X-ray pic- 
tures are more easily made when the horse 
is asleep. The placing of pins is painful, 
and the leg must be held motionless dur- 
ing the drying of the cast. The drilling 
of the pins into the bone is a surgical 
procedure, and asceptic measures are nec- 
essary to prevent infection. The area 
through which the pins must pass is thor- 
oughly cleaned, shaved and disinfected 
(see accompanying drawings). The rest 
of the leg is covered with towels to pre- 
vent contamination with dust and dirt 
from these areas. The best location for the 
pins is determined, and the pins, which

pin through the bone. 


have previously been boiled, are drilled 
into the bone. When the pins are in place, 
the plaster cast is applied. The procedure 
can be completed in about 114 hours. 
The two uppermost bones of the leg 
offer the most difficult problems. The 
humerus, which is the bone which runs 
between the shoulder and the elbow, and 
the femur, which is the bone running be- 
tween the hip and the stifle, lie deeply 
buried in muscle, and their entire length 
lies alongside the body. You can see that 
it would be impossible to place a cast 


around these bones in any way. A process 
called “internal fixation” has been used 
successfully on these fractures. The frac- 
tured ends of the bone are exposed by an 
operation. They are set in place and 
held in line with pins or screws. The 
wound is closed and sutured, and the pins 
are left imbedded in the tissue. After the 
bone is healed, a new operation is per- 
formed and the pins are removed. In 
some cases it is possible to leave the pins 
in place for the remainder of the animal’s 


life.

All of these methods of fracture treat- 
ment have been used successfully. How- 
ever, many factors contribute to their suc- 
cess or failure. The temperament of ani- 
mals plays an important part, but I be- 
lieve the importance of this factor has 
been stressed too much. There is little 
hope for the animal that thrashes aimless- 
ly on its side and fails to stand even when 
supported in a sling, yet the delay in 
treatment, and the pain and shock which 
are caused by the delay in treatment, are 
frequently responsible for this condition 
of the horse. Promptness of treatment is

the most important factor in success, other 
than the treatment itself. In the unsplint- 
ed horse, the abnormal movement and 
position of the bone fragments is painful. 
It is difficult for the horse to move. He 
stays down, or if he does manage to stand, 
pain quickly wears down his resistance. 
If he cannot stand, he frets and struggles, 
and thus causes more damage. In the end 
he will die from shock, or if the splint 
is applied, his resistance is so low that 
he will not respond to treatment. Move- 
ment of the bone fragments causes addi- 
tional soft tissue damage and may make 


right foreleg. The pastern was broken in such a way that the pastern and the 
fetlock joint were involved, yet the mare now can canter around the field with- 


out noticeable lameness. 


a closed fracture into an open wound. 
Broken bone is very sharp, and it is 
easily forced out through the skin. In 
these cases we not only have a fracture, 
but a skin wound to treat. 


As soon as the fracture is set and the 
splint applied, these factors are reduced 
or eliminated. The horse becomes more 
comfortable. His lack of interest in life 
changes to hope. His appetite returns, he 
learns to handle himself on three legs 
with or without the aid of a sling, dam- 
age to surrounding tissue ceases, and 
healing begins. The extent of the injury 
is important. Healing takes place in the 
soft tissue around the bone. If this tissue 
is severely damaged, healing is impossible 
or at least delayed. 

The type of fracture is of some impor- 
tance. The oblique or diagonal fracture 
offers a large and consequently stronger 
area for healing than the break which 
goes squarely across the bone. Where the 
bone is broken in more than two pieces, 
sometimes up to a dozen, there is some 
difficulty in setting it, but once the bone 
is set properly the healing is equal to 
that of a simple fracture. 

In cases where the bone has penetrated 
the skin and made an open fracture, in- 
fection may complicate the healing pro- 
cess. Remember that new bone is formed 
in the soft tissue around the fracture, 
and disease in this area will delay or 
prevent healing. 

Splints are usually left in place from 
four to six weeks. During this time the 
horse is confined to a box stall and every- 
thing possible is done to make him com- 
fortable. Where reduction is good and the 
bone has been placed accurately in posi- 
tion, the animal will begin to use the 
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STEEL PINS were used at Lexington not long ago to repair 
a fractured left forearm received by an 18-day-old Stand- 
ardbred foal at Castleton Farm. The foal is owned by 
C. D. Shafer of Lima, Ohio. The operation was _per- 
formed by Dr. D. L. Proctor, Lexington veterinarian, who 
used much the same technique described by Dr. John 
Kendrick in the foregoing article. The photos at the left, 
top to bottom, show the anesthetized foal after the splint 
had been applied; an X ray of the fracture, which also 
discloses some bone splinters; and an example of the 
technique used (but this is a model set up by Dr. Proctor, 
and is not from the colt in question. The black line indi- 
cates the point of fracture). The top right-hand photo 
shows the colt at the age of eight months, galloping 
with the free use of the injured left leg. Bottom right, 


the colt and his dam, Sis Astra. The photographs were 
made by John Wyatt, of the Lexington Herald, and are 
reproduced with the permission of that newspaper. An 
article accompanying the photos was written by Bush 
Brooke, of the Herald staff. Dr. Proctor has used this 
method on eight horses, with varying degrees of success. 
He reports that the last two have been “unqualified suc- 
cesses.” He designed the pins and clamps himself. They 
were made for him of stainless steel by W. L. Nutter Jr., 
of Walnut Home Farm, a young horsemen who operates 
a small machine shop at his home as a hobby. Mr. Nutter 
has made a number of pieces of equipment for veterinarians 
and horsemen, including a new style balling gun which 
he probably will produce in quantity when materials 
become more plentiful. 


leg before the splint is removed. Often, 
however, it is impossible to get accurate 
reduction. These cases heal, but there is 
some delay in return to normal function. 
This does not mean that complete recov- 
ery will not occur. Satisfactory recoveries 
often occur where the reduction is poor. 

Six weeks is sufficient time to allow 
the bone to form a firm union. Several 
months, however, are required before 
complete healing takes place. 

After the splint has been removed, the 
horse may exercise if he wants to. Lame- 
ness due to fractures will disappear as 
early as three months after the accident. 

Hopeless fracture cases still do occur, 
and our treatment does not always suc- 
ceed. But by considering the particular 


problems of each case carefully, and 
adapting a suitable modern treatment, the 
chances for recovery are much greater. 
The bones of the horse heal by the same 
process as in other animals. If the frac- 
tured ends of a broken bone can be placed 
in a normal alignment and held rigidly 
in place, healing will occur.

Whizz nods his head vigorously in the 
affirmative, sticks his neck out, and curls 
back his upper lip, displaying his tattoo 
number, which is W 1807. 

Dr. Whizz, incidentally, is more than a 
willing entertainer in the Davis barn and 
has won several races this season. 


Dr. Whizz is one of some 29,000 Thor- 
oughbreds who are thus easily and _ posi- 
tively identified under the lip-tattoo sys- 
tem, perfected by and introduced into 
racing by Spencer J. Drayton’s Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau.

Senate a bill proposing a Federal 2 per 
cent tax on pari-mutuel betting, plus a 20 
per cent withholding tax on winnings. 
There is no legal racing in North Dakota, 
so this is a clear case of trying to place 
a tax where it won't hurt the home folks. 
It never had a chance to pass, and pre- 
sumably had no other purpose than to 
show the North Dakotans that their Sena- 
tor was still around. 

That such a tax would stop racing is 
hardly a matter of doubt. But that isn’t 
quite the point. If racing were stopped, 
its friends would be deeply shocked and 
pained, and some of them would be 
impoverished, but the nation as a whole 
would go on. The frightening thing is 
that the state of our lives and fortunes 
is being voted on by people with no more 
sense than Senator Langer. What he does 
to racing isn’t important in the eternal 
scheme of things, but I presume they 
let him vote on foreign policy and domes- 
tic economy and things like that. 

When any such proposal is put up by 
a senator from a racing state, I figure 
he is working on a_ shake-down, and 
without admiring his ehtics I can applaud 
his business sense. But Senator Langer 
has nobody to shake down in his State, 
and racing is not so organized that it can 
be done on a national scale. So this just 
has to be a mental lapse, possibly a result 
of falling off a horse when he was little. 


PRAISE. One of the most successful 
organizations in racing is just where I 
wouldn't have expected to find it—the 
Jockeys’ Guild. You’d think, because the 
majority of the members of this organiza- 
tion are youngsters, that it would fly off 
at various tangenis. But though it has 
got out of line a time or two protesting 
suspensions and things of that sort, it has 
been a reasonably conservative organiza- 
tion, and its batting record is something 
like .992. In the main its efforts have been 
devoted to taking care of such of its own 
members as have fallen on difficult times 
through illness or injury, and while I 
haven't the figures immediately available, 
its benevolences run something like $25,- 
000 a year. The funds are raised partly 
by the Guild’s annual dinner at the Wal- 


dorf, from which New York racing people 
are just now recovering, but chiefly by 
the donation of one day’s riding fees by 
each member of the Guild. 


Maybe my original point of view was 
just plain wrong. Maybe it’s because the 
members of the Guild are so young that 
they still have a fairly idealistic view of 
things and work for what they think is 
right instead of merely what they think 
is advantageous. At all events, they’ve 
done a splendid job, and they have given 
a meaning to “racing takes care of its 
own” which I am afraid the saying does 
not always deserve. 


I thought the Guild made one mistake, 
though, in this year’s entertainment. It 
engaged professionals, who were good 
enough, no doubt. But when the little 
rascals put on the show themselves they 
were more fun than the best professionals 
could ever be and one of my fondest 
memories is of Conn McCreary coming 
on stage with one of those plungers that 
you use to unstop the sink and having 
trouble getting off because he had got it 
stuck to the floor. 


This isn’t a Guild matter, but maybe 
it deserves mention. You may remember 
that Harry Harris, the steeplechase rider, 
was killed in a training accident at Aque- 
duct last spring. The steeplechase jockeys 
are now working on a fund to buy an en- 
dowment insurance policy for his 3-year- 
old daughter, making it up from their 
own contributions and those of owners 
he rode for, and with the prospect of 
some help from the tracks. I cannot re- 
member that I have ever used this space 
to ask anybody for money, but if anyone 
thinks that this idea is worth carrying 
out, I can assure them that any contribu- 
tions will get to the proper outlet. 


CROSS. Last winter the Florida State 
Racing Commission decided there should 
be nine races at Florida tracks, and the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and _ Protective 
Association went on record as_ being 
opposed to it. This year the Florida State 
Racing Commission decided there should 
be only eight races at Florida tracks, 
and the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association has gone on record as 
favoring nine. 

The commission can be excused because 
it isn’t the same group. The former com- 
missioners were thrown out, thereby giv- 
ing Florida one score in the win column. 


Whether the present commission is any 
better I have not the least idea, but at 
least these are new men and they may 
have new opinions without any charge of 
inconsistency. But the horsemen who re- 
versed themselves are the same horsemen. 


Last winter I wrote that if the H.B.P.A. 
had been sincerely opposed to nine races, 
it would not have filled a ninth race. It 
was pointed out to me that, with many 
races drawing thirty or forty entries, it 
was easily possible for the track to split 
a race and come up with nine, even if 
horsemen boycotted the ninth race in the 
condition book. This was so obviously 
true, even if I hadn’t thought of it myself, 
that I admitted subsequently that I 
might have done the H.B.P.A. an injustice. 
Well, I didn’t. 


The H.B.P.A. now wants nine races in 
Florida, and it wanted nine last year, even 
if it did pose as having the ninth one 
forced on it. In New York it wants fif- 
teen extra days tacked on at the end of 
the season. It wants, in brief, all the 
racing it can possibly get, at whatever 
cost to the long range structure of rac- 
ing. This was my suspicion in the first 
place, and it is my conclusion now, and 
if I am to give it up it is not going to 
be on the basis of any speech made by 
anybody, or any resolution passed, or any 
private conversation. Somebody is going 
to have to do something to reopen the 
case this time. 


CUT TO THE QUICK 


At a meeting in August, The Florida 
State Racing Commission established a 
scale of awards to be paid to the breed- 
ers of Florida-bred horses winning at 
tracks in that State: $100 in overnight 
races with a purse of $1,500 or less, $250 
in overnight races with a purse of more 
than $1,500, and $500 in all other races. 
But the directors of the Florida Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association had 
passed a resolution, in June, going on 
record “against any reduction whatso- 
ever of the present $250 award to the 
breeder of every Florida-bred winning at 
a Florida track.” 


The breeders’ group recently notified 
the racing commission of the resolution, 


presumably hopes that the straight $250 
award will be granted. 


RECORD MINUS REWARD 


*Zarauz, imported from Argentina last 
year, made a unique mark for himself re- 
cently at Tanforan where he set a track 
record but lost the race. After running 
the mile and five furlongs in 2:47, 
*Zarauz was disqualified for interfering 
with Bust Out in the Indomitable Handi- 
cap and placed second. The record stands.

*Nasrullah Tops English List 


Recent races have advanced *Nasrullah 
to the leadership of the 1951 sire list in 
England. Through September 22 his pro- 
geny had earned £41,986. Second, through 
the Festival of Britain Stakes victory of 
Supreme Court, is “Persian Gulf or Pre- 
cipitation,” since the English method of 
keeping statistics does not assign Supreme 
Court directly to Precipitation. 

Third on the list is the Italian-bred 
Nearco, sire of *Nasrullah, and fourth is 
Dante, another son of Nearco. 

*Nasrullah, foaled in 1940, is out of 
Mumtaz Begum. by *Blenheim II out of 
the great speedster Mumtaz Mahal, by The 
Tetrarch. He entered the stud in England 
in 1944, and after seven seasons there 
came to United States as the property of a 
syndicate. He stands now at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky. 


The Crown Crest Stallions 


The stallions *Rounders, *Olympic 
Zenith, and Salmagundi arrived last week 
from New Jersey at Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
Reineman’s Crown Crest Farm at Lex- 
ington, where they will stand in 1952. Al 
Cofield, Thoroughbred manager at Crown 
Crest. was in charge of the shipment. 

These three stallions and Valdina Or- 
phan were purchased by the Reinemans 
from Henry H. Knight. who obtained them 
from the estate of William Helis. Valdina 
Orphan, already in Kentucky, will be 
moved to Crown Crest this month. 

The four former Helis stallions and 
Carrara Marble. raced by the Reinemans, 
will stand at Crown Crest in 1952.

State Would Own Stallions 


In an attempt to strengthen Thorough- 
bred bloodlines in California, the Cali- 
fornia State Interim Committee has unani- 
mously carried a motion to instigate a 
study in conjunction with the Attorney- 
General’s Office for the drafting of a bill 
to allow State proceeds from racing to 
be used for the purchase of outstanding 
stallions. 

Tentative plans call for the stallions 
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to stand at the State Agricultural College 
at Davis, and at San Luis Obispo, and 
Pomona. It was suggested that their 
books be handled by a committee com- 
posed of two breeders and a State veteri- 
narian. The committee would select the 
ten top mares for which service was re- 
quested, and another 15 by lot. 

The proposal has the support of the 
California Horse Breeders’ Association, it 
was reported. 


Halcyon Goes to Muth Farm 


Halcyon, 23-year-old son of Broom- 
stick, has been taken to John Muth’s farm 
near Lexington where he will stand dur- 
ing the 1952 breeding season.

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TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Del Mar Sold 


The seaside Del Mar race track, near 
San Diego, Calif., “where the Turf meets 
the surf.” changed ownership shortly af- 
ter the conclusion of its recent highly 
successful meeting. A controlling interest 
was sold to a group of Los Angelenos 
including movieman Louis B. Mayer, dis- 
tillery operator Alfred Hart, and restau- 
rateur Harry Curland. The stock was 
bought from Joseph M. Schenck, who 
had held a controlling interest for the 
last three years. 

Del Mar, originally built as a fair 
grounds during the depression, with the 
help of Government money, was organized 
as a racing association by Bing Crosby 
and some of his associates in Hollywood. 
The handsome plant, done in Mission 
style, had its first racing in July, 1937. 
Its summer meetings usually have been 
profitable, and this year was one of its 
best. 

The controlling interest passed into the 
hands of Arnold Grant and Henry Crown, 
and in 1947 to Mr. Schenck and Jay 
Paley. The new owners have made no an- 
nouncement as to future plans, except 
that Webb Everett will continue as gen- 
eral manager. 


More Money, Less Distance 


Four $100,000 added races have been 
established for the 1952 Arlington Park- 
Washington Park co-ordinated season. In 
addition to the Arlington Handicap and 
the Washington Park Handicap, the 
values of the Arlington Classic and the 
American Derby have been raised to 
$100,000 added. 


The distances of the Classic and the 
Derby will be reduced to a mile and to a 
mile and a furlong, respectively. “Records 
indicate that it is becoming increasingly 
more difficult to get strong, representative 
fields at the longer distances,” Executive 
Director Benjamin F. Lindheimer ex- 
plained. 

“The trend apparently is towards the 
middle distances. The response to our 
Washington Park Handicap mile proved 
that. So rather than aim our program at 
a few, we are aiming it primarily at the 
majority. It will give more Thoroughbreds 
more chances to run for more money.” 
The Arlington Futurity and the Wash- 
ington Park Futurity have been boosted 
to $50,000, and the Arlington Lassie and 
the Princess Pat have been raised to 
$30,000 added. The Arlington Matron, 
which will be a 3-year-old filly race in 
1952, is scheduled at $35,000 added.

The 82nd running of the Jerome Handicap drew 
a field which would have done credit to a good 
weight-for-age stakes.

C. V. Whitney’s Belmont Stakes winner Counter- 
point, making his first start since July 7, was 
assigned 124. Both ran well in finishing third and 
fourth, but neither was up to the task of conced-

As the field came to the last quarter-mile 
Alerted, Jumbo, and the bottom-weighted Man- 


dingo were heads apart in the lead, with Counter- 
point about three lengths back and Hall of Fame 
just behind him. It was Mandingo which made 
it a down-to-the-wire race for Alerted. At the 
furlong-pole the son of *Princequillo was in 
front by a narrow margin, and it was only in 
the last few strides that Alerted was able to pull 
away enough to win by a neck. 

Alerted, lightly raced at two, has been one of 
the most consistent of the current crop of 3-year- 
olds, among which he has earned a high ranking. 
Before the Jerome he had won the Laurel Stakes 
and Discovery Handicap (with Battlefield second), 
finished second in the Chesapeake, Kent, Shevlin, 
and Dwyer Stakes and the Jersey, Yankee, and 
Edgemere Handicaps, third in the Cherry Blossom 
and Preakness Stakes. 

First money in the Jerome raised his earnings 
to $101,510. He is the eleventh $100,000 winner 
by the great Calumet Farm sire Bull Lea; the 
others are Citation, Armed, Bewitch, Coaltown. 
Faultless, Next Move, Twilight Tear, Two Lea, 
Good Blood, and Twosy. Among the horses bred 
by Calumet Farm he is the nineteenth to reach 
$100,000. 

Alerted races under the colors of the Hampton 
Stable, owned by Frank Stout, of Baltimore.

Oh Leo, which has been winning and _ placing 
in stakes races since February, was an odds-on 
choice in the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap, in 
which his competition was somewhat lower-calibre 
than he had been facing at Arlington and Wash- 
ington Parks. He was conceding at least ten 
pounds to each of the other runners, two of 
which, Whirla Lea and Night-Phara, went to the 
post at odds slightly over 100 to 1. The race, 
however, was nothing like a walk-over. Jockey 
Bailey used his whip unsparingly in the stretch 
run to stand off the challenge of Happy Go 
Lucky. 

One of the bright spots in the race was the 
showing made by Espino’s Image, which was 
last in the first quarter-mile, ninth at the half, 
seventh at the furlong pole, and a strong-running 
third at the finish. This has been the typical race 
for the colt, which has won four times by coming 
from far back in the field. 

According to Trainer Milton Resseguet, who 
bought Oh Leo for Owner J. H. Dunn for the 
bargain price of $2,600 as a yearling, the son of 
Jean Valjean will not be sent East to try the 
best 2-year-olds there but will be shipped soon 
to New Orleans, with the Louisiana Derby as his 
objective there. 

Oh Leo began his excellent record last winter 
at New Orleans where he won the Duncan F. 
Kenner Stakes. At the Arlington Park meeting 
he took a division of the Hyde Park Stakes and 
the Primer Stakes, and on September 1 defeated 
Hill Gail in the Washington Park Futurity.

Except for a third in the Gallant Fox Handicap, 
behind County Delight, and two allowance wins 
in midsummer, Greek Song’s campaign this year 
had shown little resemblance to the high-class 
performances of his 2- and 3-year-old seasons.

Hedley Wood- 
house kept her close behind the early pace of the 
favorite. Calumet Farm’s A Gleam, and whipped 
her out to a clear lead when the Calumet filly 
surprisingly faltered in the late stages of the 
race. 

Four fillies finished inches apart in the contest 
for second place. Knot Hole was second by a nose, 
Landmark and A Gleam were in a dead heat for 
third money, and Hal Price Headley’s Papoose 
was only a head farther back. 

Besides her victory in the Schuylerville at Sara- 
toga, Rose Jet had finished second in the Spin- 
away Stakes at Saratoga, and third in the As- 
tarita Stakes at Aqueduct.

For 1950’s “horse of the year’ the Manhattan 
Handicap was a brilliant result of months of 
careful preparation. At Santa Anita Park last 
winter Hill Prince suffered a fissure fracture of 
the lower end of the cannon of his off hind leg. 
The leg was put in a cast and the veterinarian 
(Dr. James Farquharson) said the colt would be 
back in training, “as good as ever.” in four 
months. 

By September 15 Trainer “Casey” Hayes had 
Hill Prince ready to begin his comeback. In a 
six-furlong race at Aqueduct he ran third to Tea- 
Maker and Northern Star. On September 24, in 


an overnight race at Belmont Park, he ran a 
mile in 1:35%5 to defeat Sheilas Reward, One 


Hitter, and How. This brought him up to the 
New York Handicap, now at its shortened distance 
of nine furlongs. 

Made an odds-on-favorite, Hill Prince ran as 
if he had resumed his old place at the top of the 
list. Eddie Arecaro rode him confidently, allowing 
him to trail the field in’ the first quarter-mile 
while Sheilas Reward was setting the pace, then, 
without releasing his restraining hold, let the 
Chenery colt move between horses and approach 
the leaders. In the stretch, with Arcaro simply 
holding on, Hill Prince moved out to win by five 
lengths. He went on to work a mile and a quar- 


ter in 2:02%, a mile and a half in 2:29%. There 
was no question the champion had come back. 


Hill Prince was foaled February 20, 1947 at 
The Meadow, C. T. Chenery’s farm at Doswell, 
Va. At two he won six of his seven starts, was 
second in the other. His stakes victories were 
in the World’s Playground and Cowdin Stakes; 
Casemate beat him in the Sapling Stakes. In the 
Experimental Free Handicap he was assigned 124 
pounds, level with Oil Capitol and two pounds 
below the topweight Middleground. 

At three he was beaten by Middleground in 
the Kentucky Derby but he won eight stakes 
races during the year, including the Preakness, 
Withers, American Derby, Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
and Sunset Handicap, beating Middleground fre- 
quently enough to gain top honors in the usual 
year-end polls. The ease with which he accom- 
plished his success in the New York Handicap 
suggests that he now holds the top position 
among the older horses in competition. 

Hildene, dam of Hill Prince, had a chestnut 
colt by *Hunters Moon IV at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., in January, 1950, and this year 
foaled a full brother to Hill Prince at Claiborne 
January 22. She was bred this year to *Ambiorix.

On Taxes, Horses, and Turkeys 


AN ADDITION to Section 117 (j) of the In- 

ternal Revenue Code is contemplated in Sec- 
tion 306 of the revenue bill of 1951, passed in 
the House of Representatives as HR 4473 and 
sent to the Senate. The addition has been ap- 
proved by the Senate Finance Committee, and 
thus is among the items on which no discussion 
will be necessary in the forthcoming conference 
to resolve the differences between the Senate 
and House committees with regard to the reve- 
nue bill. 

A number of horsemen have been disturbed 
for fear that the addition is discriminatory 
with regard to the owners of Thoroughbred 
racing stock, since race horses are among the 
animals not specifically mentioned in a para- 
graph which, as they understand it, is designed 
to “extend benefits” to a more or less specified 
group of livestock owners. As we understand 
the situation, after listening to legislators and 
a tax expert thoroughly familiar with the in- 
terpretaion of tax law, the fear is groundless. 

Capital gains, as everyone knows, are tax- 
able at a lower rate than normal income. Hence 
the definition of property eligible for capital 
gains treatment becomes important to taxpay- 
ers. Capital gains benefits may be claimed upon 
profits realized from the sale of “property used 
in the trade or business.” This term is ex- 
plicitly defined in the current revenue law as 


property used in the trade or business, of a character which 
is subject to the allowance for depreciation provided in sec- 
tion 23 (1), held for more than 6 months, and real prop- 
erty used in the trade or business, held for more than 6 
months, which is not (A) property of a kind which would 
properly be includible in the inventory of the taxpayer if 
on hand at the close of the taxable year, or (B) property 
held by the taxpayer primarily for sale to customers in the 
ordinary course of his trade or business, or (C) a copy- 
right, a literary, musical, or artistic composition ... . 


Under this law breeders and owners of reg- 
istered livestock have had little or no difficulty 
in obtaining capital gains allowances whenever 
they were entitled to them. However, there 
have been a number of cases, especially in 
grade herds of one type or another, in which 
profits realized as a result of the sale of culls 
have been refused capital gains classification 
by the Department of Internal Revenue. When- 
ever such cases have been taken to court, the 
decision has been in favor of the taxpayer, 
provided, of course, the evidence indicated he 


had met the conditions set forth in the law. But 
the Department of Internal Revenue has not 
acquiesced in these decisions, and has not had 
its hand forced by carrying any of them to the 
Supreme Court, hence has been able to make 
its own policy stand up in the collection of taxes 
in many cases where the amount involved was 
not large enough to justify the expense of court 
action. 

The addition now before the Congress is an 
effort to clarify the present law. It would add 
to the definition of property used in the trade 
or business the following: “livestock held by 
the taxpayer for draft, breeding, or dairy pur- 
poses for 12 months or more.” The “benefits” 
involved lie in the fact that the addition is 
made retroactive to 1942, in order that stock- 
men who were denied capital gains allowances 
under the disputed ruling of the Department 
of Internal Revenue might be able to collect 
from the Government any such taxes as were 
paid on the basis of the Department’s ruling 
and not on the basis of the law. 

The owners of Thoroughbred horses have 
nothing to gain or lose from this addition since 
in practice all owners of registered stock ap- 
pear to have been treated in strict conformity 
to the letter of the law and hence have no re- 
funds to claim. Those who own cattle or sheep 
might benefit. 

The principal change in this section, aside 
from the clarification intended, is in extending 
from six to twelve months the time which prop- 
erty must have been held before a classifica- 
tion of capital gains can be claimed. Since the 
bill specifically mentions breeding stock, this 
extension would apply to stallions and mares. 
Since it does not specifically mention racing 
stock, the six-months minimum would remain 
in effect for horses in training. 

The addition, as agreed upon by the House 
and Senate committees, is not discriminatory 
toward horsemen. 

The Senate Finance Committee, in an in- 
spired moment of statesmanship, has added to 
the House bill the provision that “such term 

(livestock) does not include poultry, except 
that such term does include turkeys .... ” 
This sort of special-interest pressure should 
provide a shining example for horsemen—an 
example to be avoided.

MAINE, by Kelly Cook 


The Situation 
At Searborough 


Scarborough Downs, Maine's only 
Thoroughbred racing track and one of 
the nation’s first courses to experiment 
in racing at night, concluded its sec. 
ond meeting on Labor Day. With a 25 
per cent increase over 1950 in mutuel 
handle and the first win dead heat in 
Maine racing in 99 years, the southern 
Maine course could claim a certain finan- 
cial and artistic success. 


Scarborough’s biggest news value, 
however, rose out of legal proceedings, 
and this aspect of the track’s short his- 
tory is one which is unlikely to win favor- 
able public opinion for racing in gen- 
eral and the Scarborough track in_par- 
ticular. The Maine Legislature had, by 
law, directed Scarborough to cease night 
racing after the August 19 card, a situa- 
tion reported in more detail in the June 
30 issue of THe Broop-Horse (page 
1168). Instead, the track operators ob- 
tained a temporary injunction halting en- 
forcement of the State law, and were able 
to continue racing at night through the 
scheduled conclusion of the 1951 meeting. 


A review of the entire case of Scarbor- 
ough versus the State is now scheduled 
for the October session of Maine’s Su- 
preme Court. In view of the obviously 
conflicting judicial opinions already sur- 
rounding this question, no one can pre- 
dict whether Scarborough’s operators act- 
ed in the right or the wrong. A chron- 
ological review of events, however, reveals 
the serious controversial nature in which 
Thoroughbred racing—as represented by 
Scarborough Downs—finds itself in Maine. 


1. Soon after passage of the ban on 
night racing, Scarborough’s operators an- 
nounced a revision of starting times for 
its races, with the later events ending 
at “twi-night,” a strategem within the law 
and designed to draw patrons from near- 
by resort areas. 


2. One week before night racing was 
to end, however, Scarborough obtained a 
temporary injunction from Justice Arthur 
E. Sewall of the Maine Superior Court. 
This move restrained the State from en- 
forcing its ban on races under the lights. 

3. Immediately, Alexander A. LaFleur, 
State’s Attorney General, along with Cum- 
berland County Prosecutor Daniel C. Me- 
Donald and the Maine Running Horse 
Race Commission, charged that the tem- 
porary injunction was “improvidently 
issued” and “contrary to established court 
procedure.” They added that Scarborough

operators had failed to circulate petitions 
for referendum on the law and were not 
justified in obtaining an injunction be- 
cause of any danger of “irreparable 
damage.” 

4. Justice Sewall, who issued the tem- 
porary injunction, rejected a motion for 
reconsideration from the Messrs. LaFleur 
and McDonald, and the Commission. The 
attorney general countered that he would 
seek an early State Supreme Court re- 
view of the Sewall ruling. 

5. The Maine Christian Civic League— 
an organization of Protestant churches— 
then asked a different Superior Court 
Justice, Francis W. Sullivan, to dissolve 
the temporary injunction. Justice Sullivan 
denied their motion on the grounds that 
he had no right to dissolve it. 

6. The attorney general then informed 
Scarborough’s operators that, should the 
State law eventually be found constitu- 
tional, their temporary injunction would 
not shield them from prosecution. 

7. At this point, Governor Payne asked 
the State Supreme Court for an advisory 
opinion as to the right of a single judge 
to enjoin enforcement of the ban. The 
court ruled that Justice Sewall had such 
right. 

8. Attorney General LaFleur concluded 
with the statement that “if the law is 
subsequently sustained, as to its constitu- 
tionality, we may indict” the track owners. 

Scarborough Downs, meantime, had its 
cake and continued to hold races at night 
until the lighting switch was pulled after 
the last race on Labor Day. What the 
owners will eat after the October court 
hearing on their request for a permanent 
injunction against the State law is patent- 
ly problematical. 

In addition to what was said about 
Scarborough Downs, its racing at night 
and its legal hassle, an important ele- 
ment lies in what was not said. Despite 
all the statements from high places, and 
all the newspaper and radio reports. there 
was a singular lack of interest among 
the citizens. For this fact there are many 
completely natural reasons. There is no 
tradition of Thoroughbred racing in 
Maine—no tradition such as that which 
exists, for example, in Kentucky or Vir- 
ginia or Maryland, where the sport dates 
back to early history and where a con- 
siderable portion of the population en- 
gages actively in breeding and racing. Nor 
does Maine have large metropolitan cen- 
ters where one would expect champions 
in all sports to be brought to compete. 
Simply and frankly. Maine’s greatest 
single industry is the $150 million a year 
tourist trade. Its most popular sports are 
the unexcelled hunting and fishing which 
tourist and native alike find in the State’s 
lakes and forests.

Throughout the State, at numerous 
county fairs, the Maine citizen seems con- 
tent to take his racing fun from sulkies 
spinning around a track which is usually 
a poorly constructed half-mile course. 
Scarborough Downs, far on the southern 
coastal beaches, is a matter of interest 
only when its troubles appear in print or 
come out of the radio. This separation by 
distance is such, though, that public opin- 
ion will be formed in October when Scar- 
borough versus the State is decided. And 
that opinion, whether the interest be 
casual or impassioned, will be an impor- 
tant one for Thoroughbred racing. Taken 
in the light of the summer’s revelations 
of “fixed-score” basketball games and 
other unfortunate sports publicity, it 
would not be pretty to have Scarborough’s 
owners indicted under the law. Even 
should the decision favor Scarborough 
Downs, the track is likely to be thought 
of as another place for the tourist to spend 
his dollar rather than a center of natural
